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Broad Study For Water Needs 
Should Give Answer 


While much information has been obtained and dis- 
seminated by the Ontario chamber of commerce sponsored 
Chine basin water committee, every local resident can 
wholeheartedly endorse a state-sponsored survey on the 
water needs of three counties—San Bernardino, Riverside 
and Orange. 

Objective of the state survey, according to Frank Mogle 
of the San Bernardino county board of supervisors, is to 
“formulate a physical plan for securing, distributing and 
financing a supplemental water supply to such areas as will 
require or now require additional water to meet domestic, 
agricultural and industrial developments.” 

Opposition has been expressed to membership in the 

. Metropolitan Water district by some property owners, es- 
pecially those who produce grapes without benefit of irri- 
gation. Some other property owners are strong in their 
opposition to obtaining Colorado river water because of 
the costs. 

The fact remains that every study points to the growing 
shortage of water. The Chino basin committee headed by 
S. M. Hoyt has been doing some fundamental work in ob- 
taining information about the local needs and in finding 
out some of the Metropolitan water district policies. 

The three-county survey will be similar to the local com- 
mittee’s work except that it will be on a much broader 
basis. And its conclusions should be much more emphatic. 
Sum of $50,000 has been alloted by the state legislature for 
the survey and in accordance with a schedule of studies the 
survey must be completed within eight months. 

Obtaining of additional water will be a gigantic, ex- 
pensive, far-reaching undertaking. Eventually the additional 
water must be obtained. It is well, therefore, for citizens 
to go at the matter slowly, but sureiy. 

Hav- 
ing an adequate future water supply is good community 
insurance.” We are up to the point now of asking, what 
kind of “water insurance?” where will the water come from?”

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rial Agencies Aim At Breaking Black Market’ |

“-WASHINGTON.—The _so-call- 
ed “black market” in babies will 
go on unabated until social agen- 
sies are supported by their com- 
munities sufficiently to provide 
proper aid for the unmarried 
mother and her baby. 

This is what Miss I. Evelyn 
Smith, consultant on foster home 
care, U.S. children’s bureau, says. 

And until the agencies are able 
to provide this aid, Miss Smith 
says; the mother will seek her 
own way. In many cases this 
means she will give her baby to 
the most likely person offering to 
find or provide a home for it. 

There is much talk about the 
“pleck market” in babies. 

The Children’s Bureau differen- 
tiates between those shady trans- 
actions where money is involved 
and the more prevalent practice 
of independent placements of in- 


uals. 

Only slightly more than a quar- 
ter of the children for whom adop- 
tion petitions are filed have been 
placed in the adoptive home by 
an authorized child-placing 
agency. 

The remainder have been plac- 
ed by parents, friends, relatiyes, 
physicians, lawyers or by persons 
with whom the child has*® been 
living. 

“Placement of a child for adop- 
tion by a competent child wel- 
fare agency,” says Miss Smith, 
‘Sg one assurance that adequate 
safeguards are being observed for 
the child, for his natural parents 
and for the adoptiv@ parents.” 

Miss Smith points out that the 





agencies provide this protection 
by studying the child, investigat- 
ing the status of the natural par- 
ents and of the prospective home 


FORMER TEACHERS AT CHAFFEY 
RENDER DISTINGUISHED SERVICE

Several members of the first 
Chaffey faculty have been men- 
tioned. Additional teachers for- 
Merly employed by the Ontario 
high school were: Miss Josephine 
Cornish, teacher of biology and 
physical geography; Mr. Julius 
Behnke, teacher of German; Mr. 
Farle Chalfant, teacher of man- 
ual training; Miss Torrey Pike, 
teacher of home economics; and 
‘Miss Alice Young, teacher of math- 
‘ematics. All were good teachers. 
“Miss Young was the oldest teach- 
‘er of the faculty and she was a 
‘greatly respected by students and 
-teachers alike; she understood stu- 
Hents, and never had difficulties 
‘with them; as she got older she 
always remained Young. 

- New teachers added to the group 
‘were; Miss Hazel Hyatt, who took 
“Mrs, Conger’s place while the lat- 
ater toured Europe; Miss Margaret 
-Hetzel, teacher of history; Miss 
Isabella Campbell, teacher of 
shorthand and typewriting; Miss 
JHelen Mellen, teacher of mathe- 
matics; and Mr. George A. Ragan, 
teacher of the newly created de- 
partment of agriculture. Three 
new teachers should have special 
‘mention because of their long and 
distinguished services to Chaffey 
and to the Chaffey community; 
Miss Katharine I. Jones of Eti- 
wanda was an outstanding teach- 


ev of Spanish; she stimulated hun- | 


dreds of students to study and 
appreciate language, and later as 
dean she was most influential, 
weaving her superior character 
into the lives of many hundreds 
of young people. 


Mr. F. M. Watenpaugh was the | 


teacher of commercial branches, 
head of the department for many 
years and developing strong de- 
partments in both the high school 
and the junior college. He was 
the originator of the Chaffey Co- 
operative book store and the man- 
ager of the first concert course. 
Finally Mr. Ernest W. Fischer 
came to Chaffey in 1911 on a part- 
time basis to teach physical edu- 
eation, to manage athletic con- 
tests, and to do anything else that 
ought to be done and for which no 
provision had been made. He held 
Pacific Coast championships in 
both the mile and two-mile runs 
and seemed to be able to win 
against all competitors for years 
afterwards, no matter whether he 
wore track shoes or his old sto- 
gies! Mr. Fischer is the only one 
of our original group who is still 
employed by Chaffey, lucky man! 
He has won significantly in a long- 
er race than the two-mile. 

The first Chaffey student body 
set an excellent standard in many 
ways for the future. I have never

Citrus Shipments 
From Florida 
‘ Show Increase 


LAKELAND Fla. (#)—Florida 
citrus shipments for the 1946-47 
season totalled 90,211 cars, 5,624 
; more than the previous season, the 
annual report of the Federal-state 
market news service said today. 

The report, prepared by Director 
Harry F. Willson, listed shipments 
of 64,716 cars of oranges, 19,779 
of grapefruit and 5,716 of tanger- 
ines. A car contains approximate- 
ly 500 boxes.
